SERIOUS, SAY DOCTORS 


Injured Are Picked Up By 

Train Crew and Brought 
To Atlanta, Where Mrs. 
Herren Died in Hospital 
About Two Hours After- 
wards. 


Mrs. J. E. Herren was killed Sunday 
afternoon about 5 o’clock, her little 2- 
year-old baby girl was perhaps fatally 
injured, and her husband, J. E. Herren, 
painfully bruised in a collision between 
an automobile, in which they were rid- 
ing, and a passenger train on the At- 

-Jenta; Birmingham and Atlantic rail- 
road, at a railroad crossing, near At- 
lanta. 

The occupants of the car wére picked 
up by the train crew, brought to At- 
lanta on the train and were then rush- 
ed to the Atlanta hospital, where Mrs. 
Herren died about two hours later 
without regaining consciousness. Her 
left leg was broken and she had suf- 
fered internal injuries. 

Fracture of the Skull. 

Physiciahs at the hospital.state that 
the baby girl sustained a fracture of 
the skull, and her recovery is a mat- 
ter of doubt. The husband was not 
badly injured in the accident, but late 
Sunday night he was in a serious con- 
dition from the shock of the occurrence 
and his wife's death. 

The three are said to have been re- 
turming to the city in their car after 
a visit to friends ofr relatives in the 
country. 5 

Although his statements were some- 
what incoherent after he reached the 
hospital, Mr. Herren was understood 
to say that he had remarked to his 
wife, who was riding by his side with 
their little daughter in her arms, that 


he did not hear a train approaching, 
and so he continued on his way to cross 
the tracks. | 
Demolished Automobile. 


@ rapidly approaching train, how- 
ever, which they did not see or hear, 
bore down upon them, and, striking the 
car with terrific force, demolished it. 

Mrs. Herren’ was rendered uncon- 
scious by the impact of the collision, 
and it is probable that the baby would 
have met death also had not her body 
which received the force of the blow 
served as a partial shield to protect it.

Everything is being put itn readiness 
by the local exemption boards in At-

of of the army, navy and marines. Dur4 
ing the past two weeks the rush at the 
recruiting offices has kept the forces 
busy all day and frequently far into 
thé night to care for the rush of appli- 
cants who preferred to enlist rather 
than be drafted. 

Army Office Closed. 

The army recruiting office in At- 
lanta closed on June 2 to men who are 
to register next Wednesday. The rea- 
son for this is that they must have the 
intervening days to properly make out 
the papers of applicants and regularly 
enlist them before Wednesday. The 
navy, howéver, will continue to accept 
men of draft age, just as they have 
done heretofore. 

The manner of registration will be 
conducted on exactly the same plan as 
that of a year ago. Each registrant 
will be assigned a serial number by the 
board and will receive a card bearing 
this number. A card carrying a corre- 
sponding number will then be sent to 
Washington, where a drawing will be 
conducted to determine his order num- 
ber, which will then be returned to the 
local board and placed on the list oppo- 
site the serial number. 

‘Each board will be composed of two 
citizens and one physician;’’with as 
many assistants as is necessary to ex- 
pedite the work. These will be asked 
to volunteer their services, just as they 
did on the former occasion.

WOOD BIDS FAREWE!

Barred From Leading Them in 
France, General Urges Them 
To Win the War. 


An American City, June 2.—These 
orders stand and the only thing to do 
is to do the best we can—all of us— 
to win the war,” were the words of 
Major General Leonard Wood in a fare- 
well address to the officers of his late 
command, the 89th division of the na- 
tional army, which he trained at Camp 
Funston for everseas service. General 
Wood had expected to go to France at 
the head of this division, but at the 
last moment was ordered to Camp Fun- 
ston to train another division. 

At the request of the troops, it was 
learned today, 
departing for Camp Funston, reviewed 
the division at an army camp here and 
made a brief speech to the officers. 

“I will not say good-by,’’ he told them, 
and those who heard him said his 
voice trembled with emotion, “but con- 
sider it a temporary separation—at 
least I hope so. I have worked hard 
with you, and you have done excellent 
work. I had hoped very much to take 
you over to the other side. In fact, 
I had no intimation, directly or indi- 


rectly, of any change of orders until 
we reached here the other night. 

‘The orders have been changed, and 
I am to go back to Funston. I leave 
for there tomorrow morning. I wish 
you the best of luck and ask you to 
keep up the high standard of conduct 
and work you have in the past. There 
is not anything to De said. The or- 
ders stand and the only thing to do is 
to do the best we can—all of us—to 
win the war. That’s what we are here 
for; that’s what you have been trained 
for. I shall follow your career with 
the deepest interest; with just as much 
interest as though I were with you. 
Good luck and God bless you.” 

Those who witnessed the review said 
the troops were never more on their 
mettle and gave an exhibition of per- 
fect marching for the benefit of their 
former commander.

To this plot is attributa- 
ble in part the mutiny of the Czecho- 
Slovak troops which have captured sev- 
eral important railway junctions and 
lines. . 

- The soviet executive decided on May 
29 to undertake the partial calling. to

At the same time Moscow has been 
declared in a state of.siege.

LEGITIMATE CRITICISM. 


Attorney General Gregory, instructing 
United States attorneys to “aggressively” 
enforce the recent amendment to the espion- 
age act directed at disloyal utterances, ex- 
plicitly cautioned them to take special care 
not to prevent “honest, legitimate criticism 
of the administration or discussion of gov- 


ernment policies.” 

Which is a commendable, broad and emi- 
nently fair position; but it gives rise to the 
question, What is “legitimate criticism?” 
Where is to be drawn the line of demarca- 
tion between “legitimate criticism” and crit- 
icism that is not legitimate, to say nothing 
of pernicious criticism? 

Criticism that can serve no possible pur- 
pose other than to belittle, demean, or hamper 
the administrative authorities who are for 
the time being in control of our govern- 
mental machinery, and the only tendency of 
which is to weaken their command of pop- 
ular confidence, is not legitimate criticism 
in time of national crisis, and in such times 
it ought not to be permitted! 

For instance, criticising the administra- 
tion in 1918, when we are in war, for not 
having gone to war in 1914, or for not hav- 
ing prepared for war five or six years ago, 
can do no possible good, and can in no sense 
come under the aa of legitimate criticism. 

To criticise the administration for any 
fault, either of judgment or of execution, 
that may have been committed in the past 
can do no possible good now. 
over the dam, and it ought to be forgotten 
at least unti] this “grim business” of anni- 
hilating autocracy and making the world and 
our own country safe for decency is success- 
fully brought to an end! 

In ordinary times such criticism may be 
permissible and legitimate enough; but 
these that we’re living in today are not ordi- 
nary times. They are very extraordinary 
and very perilous times! After the Hun job 
is done it may be permissible and legitimate 
for the politicians to trot out skeletons and 
air them; and to lambast Woodrow Wilson 
and Baker and Daniels and all the rest of 
the present war executives for having done 
or for not having done what they did or 
what they did not do in the past. But by all 
means, so long as they are in control of the 
ship now, and are doing their very level 
best—as everybody must concede they are 
doing—let the politicians and other would- 
be critics hold their dogs in leash until after 
the war! 

Utterances criticising the administration 
and its war policies only serve to nurture 
_-discord and dissatisfaction at home and to 
weaken the morale of the peoples with which 
we are associated in war and encourage the 
enemy abroad. 

Criticism that points out dangers that 
may be avoided, or that calls attention to 
mistaken policies that may be remedied, is 
helpful, constructive and boa legitimate 
criticism—and it is welcomed by the admin- 
istration, as has been made known time and 
time again. 

But it is the iconoclastic, obstructionary 
criticism that is bad—bad for the president, 


who is carrying the heaviest burden ever. 


placed upon any man’s shoulders; bad for 
our war associates; bad for the morale of 
the entire population of the civilized nations 
of the world.. 

Chronic fault-finding is one thing; con- 
structive comment, suggestion—or “criti- 
cism,” if you please—is quite another. 

The former ought to be taboo—at any 
rate, for the period of the war—and mean- 
while the more of the latter the better for 
the administration, the country and the 
world. 

Any man who cannot build should not 
destroy! If he cannot, or will not carry he

Indeed, it remained for the Hun to ren- 
der that international rule of warfare a bit 
of traditional rubbish, so far as he is con- 
cerned, just as it remained for him to make 
of a solemn international treaty a worthless 
“scrap of paper.” 

Thus from time to time the news dis- 
patches from the war zone carry reports 
of Germans shelling field dressing stations 
well behind the fighting lines and of Ger- 
man aviators dropping bombs on military 
hospitals and killing helpless nurses and 
wounded men. “ 

Nothing could be more revolting to the 
sensibilities of any civilized human being, 
and no civilized human being in command 
of an army would permit it. : 

Yet the Hun commanders not only per- 
mit, but glorify, such barbaric conduct; in 
fact, they order it! 

It is a wonder that any nation—however 
remote from the scene of war, or however 
weak—can remain neutral with such atroci- 
ties going on in the world! 

But a day of reckoning is on the way! 

The despicable bestiality that makes 
war on wounded soldiers, sick men, innocent 
women and helpless babies has no rightful 
place even in savage tribes, to say nothing 
of civilization; and it must and will be 
eradicated from the world before this war 
is over! * .

PASS WATER POWER LAW. 


Until a few days ago congress expected 
to adjourn sine die in July, and, of course, 
without having taken action upon the all- 
Important pending water power legislation. 

‘It seems now, however, that the session 
will continue long into the summer because 
of its apparent inability to reach an agree 
ment on the pending taxation bill by the 
time originally set for adjournment. 

Now, let us hope that congress will em- 
ploy the further opportunity the time exten- 
sion affords to enact water power legislation. 

For ten years congress has had the matter 
of water power development legislation be- 
fore it, but nothing of a constructive nature 
has been done. And, although this session 
has pending before it several water power 
bills, one of which was prepared, at the sug- 
gestion of the president, by the secretaries 
of war, interior and agriculture, this con- 
gress was about to adjourn without final ac- 
tion upon either of them! 

Secretary of the Interior Franklin K. 
Lane writes: 


. The thing that a democracy is short on 
is foresight. We are too much embedded 
and incrusted in the things that flow 
around us during the day, and think too 
little of the future. For five long, weary 
years I have been agitating for the use 
of the water powers of the United States. 
We estimate the unused power in tens 
and tens of millions of horsepower. ... 

We have no law under which private 
capital feels justified in investing a 
dollar in a water power plant where 
public lands are involved, because the 
permit granted is revocable at the pleas- 
ure of the secretary of the interior, and 
capital does not enjoy the prospect of 
making its future returns dependent 
upon the good digestion of the secretary. 
But if we can get this bill through 
which I inclose we will be able to handle 
the powers on all streams on the public 
lands and forests, and on all navigable 
waters, and give assurance to capital 
that it will be well taken care of if it 
makes the investment. Such a bill should 
have been law long ago, and I have been 
fighting for it for five years. We are 
coming nearer to it every month. Per- 
haps before this session of congress ends 
it will pass. 


Senator Jones, of Washington, in a recent 
speech on the floor of the senate, character 
ized “failure of congress to pass a workable 
water power law at this session” as “noth- 
ing short of crime and disloyalty to the dire 
hecessity of our country!” 

“For ten long years,” said Senator Jones— 


“restrictive federal water-power laws 
have prevented the utilization of the ener- 
gy contained in our descending waters. I 
dislike to say it, but we of America dre 
wont to deceive ourselves as to actual 
conditions. I am not driving at any 
party or at those who have the direction 
of the nation’s affairs in their hands. 
But I am finding fault with congress for 
holding up water-power development for 
the past ten years by unreasonable and 
in indefensible projects of regulation so 
drastic in their nature as to frighten off 
any sane investor, and now we are suf- 
fering the penalty of sloth. / 
“Let us put the blame where it be- 
longs. The fault is with congress, and 
with congress alone. It cannot escape 
that responsibility.” 
The senator reminded congress that 


if it— 


had acted five years ago and passed suit- 
able legislation, millions and millions of 
water power would have been utilized 
that is still going to waste, and the suc- 
cessful carrying on of the war would 
have been enormously aided, fuel and 
labor shortage greatly lessened and the 
transportation problem rendered much 
less acute. 

But that is “water over the dam.” 


What the country expects of congress is 
action now—at this session! For, as Sena- 
tor Jones further declared, with particular 


point: 


“The development of ovr water power 
would make the United States impreg- 
nable in time of war; commercially dom- 
inant in time of peace. The safety, the 
welfare, the prosperity and the progress 
of the nation demand and require the 
prompt enactment of water-power laws 
in which protection of the public interest 
shall be co-ordinated with fairness to- 
ward capital. Practical men say that if 
the war continues another year the short- 
age of power will become a serious han- 
dicap to success. Congress has delayed 

« the settlement of this question too long. 
The hour has struck. It should delay no 
longer. Let congress do its duty, and do 
it promptly.”

Thrift Work in the 
| Colored Schools. 


Taylor Street School. 


‘Not what we earn, but what we save,” 
has become the watchword at Taylor Street, 
where our small earnings are almost com- 
mensurate with the real necessities of life. 
So far, we have dealt principally with Thrift 
Stamps, but now the red stars, which means 
War Savings Stamps, are brightening up the 
class record posters. Some of our pupils 
have difficulty in pronouncing that little 
word “thrift,” but that they are learning 
what it means, and are practicing what they 
learn, is shown by the following little ex- 
periment, and by results obtained in/all the 
classroom work: 

In the upper grades, 150 pupils were asked 
to write their answers to each of two ques- 
tions: 1. “If you had 10 cents, all your own, 
what would you do with it?” 2. ‘If you had 
25 cents, all your own, what would you do 
with it?” To the first question, 123 answered 
that they would save it until they had 25 
cents with which to buy a Thrift Stamp; 16 
would give to the Red Cross, and 11 would 
buy clothing, cream, cake or candy. To the 
second question, 142 said that they would 
buy Thrift Stamps; 5 would buy clothing, and 
only 3 would buy candy, cake or cream. 

One little girl in our school owns a hand 
wagon, and when asked how she earned her 
Red Cross membership fee, replied: “As I 
came from Inman Park, where I had.been to 
carry mother’s laundry work, I filled my 
wagon gith scrap iron that I found on the 
street. arried it to the junk man and sold 
it for 33 cents. Take out 25 cents for the 
Red Cross and keep the remainder until I 
have enough more to buy a Thrift Stamp.” 
This is just one of many similar ways of 
earning money. 

One day in each week is “Home Folks’ 
day.” And this is what we mean by Home 
Folks’ day: A part of the elementary science 
period is given to the explamation of a 
problem in food conservation, which problem 
was assigned one week previous, and was 
solved at home by parents and pupils work- 
ing together. So interested and so eager are 
the children to explain these examples that 
they are always ready with them before the 
day arrives, and they never let teacher for- 
get the food problem, on the day it is due. 

The introduction of thrift work into our 
school is one of the best things that could 
have happened, because our pupils are earn- 
ing and saving as never before, and at such 
sacrifices as make the saving and conserving 
habit become a part of them. At the begin- 
ning of the campaign some felt that some- 
how they could not keep the pennies, but 
must let mamma or teacher keep them until 
they grew into Thrift Stamps; but now they 
are keeping them themselves. 

Occasionally the War Savings societies, of 
which we have six, hold joint meetings, at 
which we sing a thrift song, a Red Cross 
song, a national hymn, hear the War Savings 
Stamp (double U, dowble 8S) reports, and go 
back to the classrooms with new inspiration 
and increased ambition to do more and bet- 
ter work for Uncle Sam. 

Our pupils feel themselves a part of the 
great “Army of Service,” because they are 
doing all the things that Uncle Sam has 
asked the children to do; they have 100 per

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HEALTH TALKS 


TAKE IT IN TIME, 


Next to tuberculosis, old age is the most 
curable chronic disease, if taken in time. 
But never take it seriously. If you take 
old age seriously immunity is impossible to 
attain. I know an old woman fifty-two 
years old—yes, old.. She has been growing 
old for just twenty-three years. I can’t 
imagine how she got the germ so young, 
but it is a fact that she began to grow old 
when she was only twenty-nine. At that 
time the first symptom, manifested itself. 
What was that symptom? It was this: She 
began to say she was no longer able to do 
this and that as she did when she was 
young. <A confession, in other words, that 
she was growing old—at twenty-nine! 

Old age is nothing but loss of elasticity. 
A brittleness of tissue. 

Take a rubber band or any soft rubber 
object. Put it on a shelf and let it lie un- 
touched for a few months. When you take 
it down it has grown brittle and weak. It 
has lost its elasticity. It will break or 
crack if you do not handle it very gently. 
Now if that same rubber object had been 
kept limber by moderate use every day or 
even very few days it would still be a good 
piece of rubber. It has merely been allowed 
to spoil from lack of use. 

This is all easy enough, for we are in 
second gear. Now we slide quietly into 
high gear. 

You probably have noticed that when 
anyone wishes to present in a graphic way 
youth he makes a picture of someone jump- 
ing, kicking high, doing a dance, running a 
race, or something like that.

“as the smoke pall lifts from the awful 
battlefield in France, it is becoming more 
and more evident that only America stands 
between the world and destruction,” declared 
Dr. John E. White, former pastor, who filled 
the pulpit at the Second Baptist church yes- 
terday morning. 

“Every tick of the watch brings us nearer 
and nearer to our period of terrible agony,” 
Dr. White added, “if America is to fulfill her 
high destiny, becoming more and more mani- 
fest as the days pass, and save the world. 
But America must suffer, suffer, suffer. Not 
in one million or two million or even three 
million human lives, but, in all probability, in 
five millions must the price be paid.” 

“The Eternal Passion of Christ” was the 
theme of Dr. W....c’s discourse, in which he 
depicted the Savior, not as a triumphant 
king, but as a patient sufferer for every 
wrong that is done in the world. 

“Christ is the chief sufferer for all the 
outrages that have been perpetrated by 


| Germany,” he declared. “There has been lit- 


tle joy in heaven during the past three years 
of earth’s agony, but a great deal of suffer- 
ing. Not her inhumanity, dark as the record 
has been, but her impiety, when she invaded 


the very precincts of heaven itself and thrust 


again the spear into the tortured side and 
drove the nails into the outstretched hands, 
has given Germany her deepest brand. For 
inasmuch as:‘she has done it unto the least 
of the little ones of earth, she has done it 
unto Him.” 

America should not feel downcast or dis- 
heartened in facing her destiny, however, Dr. 
White concluded, but consider it a high priv- 
ilege that she could follow in the footsteps 
of Christ in suffering that others might live.

In one group of ruined cellars that was 
once a splendid French city there is a beau- 
tiful building standing. It is rich with the 
art and architecture of the sixteenth cen- 

tury. The lines are most 
graceful and the struc- 
ture is the fulfillment 
of Keats’ words, ‘A 
thing of beauty and joy 
forever.” Such a build- 
ing belongs not to the 
French race, but to the 
whole human race. An 
architect like the man 
who planned this noble 
building is born only 
once in a thousand 
vears. Every visitor to 
that ruined town asks 
himself this question: 

Dr. Hillis. “Why did the Germans 
allow this-building to remain?” An incident 
of the story of Bapaume throws a flood of 
light upon the problem. 

One year ago, when the Germans 
retreating from Bapaume, they looted every 
house, burned or dynamited every building 
save the Hotel de Ville. That.city hall the 
Germans left standing in all-its majesty and 
beauty. In front of ‘the building they placed 
a placard containing, in substance, the state- 
ment that they left this building as a monu- 
ment to Germany’s love of art and archi- 
tecture. 
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The Buried Dynamite. 

Secretly, however, in the cellar of 
noble building the Germans buried several 
tons of dynamite. To this dynamite they at- 
tached a seven-day clock. They set the 
seven-day clork to explode at 11 o'clock one 
week after the Germans had retreatéd. These 
beasts worked out the theory that the larg- 
est possible number of British and French 
officers and public men would be inspecting 
the building at that hour of the day. The 
plot was successful. Their devilish cunning 
was rewarded and their hate glutted. The 
clock struck the detonator, the dynamite ex- 
ploded, blew the building and the visitors 
into atoms. Standing in the ruined public 
square, one sees nothing but that great shel! 
pit where the earth opened up its mouth and 
swallowed a monument builded to beauty 
and grandeur. This other building, therefore, 
that stands in the city fifty miles to the 
south of Bapaume is therefore the sole rea- 
son that the seven-day clock failed to ex- 
plode the dynamite—not because of any love 
of architecture did the Germans leave the 
noble structure. It is there to tell us that 
some part of the mechanism of death failed 
to connect. 

Germany’s Lack of Imagination. 

In analyzing the German mind, nothing is 
more certain than the fact that they lack a 
fine sense of humor and are often quite de- 
void of imagination. As for sculpture, noth- 
ing can be’ more hideous than the statues of 
the fifteen Prussian kings that do not deco- 
rate but simply vulgarize the avenue leading 
toward Magdeburg. The vast broad statue of 
Von Hindenburg, to which the Germans come 
to drive nails and scratch their names in 
lead pencil, reminds one of the occasional 
public building in this country defaced by 
thoughtless and vulgar boys. Nor is there 
anything in the world as ugly as the Ger- 
man sculptor’s statue of the present kaiser 
out at the Potsdam palace, unless it be the 
statue of an Indian in front of a tobacco 
store. down in Smithville, Indian Territory, 
though even this is doubtful. It hardly 
seems possible that one earth only 7,000 miles 
in diameter could hold two statues as ugly 
as the Kaiser! 

It is this singular lack of imagination and 
failure to understand the beautiful that ex- 
plains the systematic destruction by the Ger- 
man army of the glorious cathedrals, the 
fourteenth century churches, libraries, 
chateaux and Hotel de Villes that were the 
glory and beauty of France. “If we cannot 
have these vineyards and orchards,” said the 
Germans, “Frenchmen shall not have them’ 
So they turned the land into qa desert. Not 
otherwise the German seems to feel that if 
he cannot build structures as beautiful as 
these glorious buildings in France that he 
will not leave one of them standing. Nex! 
to the Parthenon in Athens and St. Peter's 
in Rome, prehaps the world’s best-loved and 
most-admired building was the Cathedral «? 
Rheims. There Joan of Arc crowned Charles 
IX.; there for centuries the noblest men or 
France had gone to receive their offices and 
their honors. A building that belonged tu 
the world. What treasure of beauty for the 
whole human race in the thousand and more 
statues in the cathedral! How priceless the 
twelfth century stained glass! What paint- 
ings have come down from the masters of 
Italy! Who ever visited the library and the 
cardinal’s palace without exclaiming, “What 
beautiful missals! What illuminated manu- 
scripts!”". Fully conscious of the fact that 
they were impotent to produce such treas- 
ures, the Germans, unable to get closer to 
the cathedral than four miles, determined to 
destroy them. Day after day they bombed 
the noble cathedral. Gone now to the great 
stone roof! Fallen the flying buttresses, 
ruined the chapels. Perished all the tapes- 
tries, the rugs and the laces. Water stands 
in puddles on the floor. The cathedral is a 
blackened shell. Once having suffered griev- 
ous ingratitude, his wicked daughters turn- 
ed King Lear out into the snow and hail, and 
the white-haired old king wandered through 
the blackness of the night beneath the fal!- 
ing hail. And, lo! the Cathedral of Rheims 
is a King Lear in architecture—broken, 
wounded, exposed to the hails of the autumn 
and the snow of the winter, through the 
coarseness and incapacity of the Germans. 
The German foreign minister put it all in 
one word: “Let the neutrals cease their ever- 
lasting chatter about the destruction of 
Rheims cathedral. All the paintings, statues 
and cathedrals in the world are not so much 
as one straw to the Germans over against 
the gaining of our goal and the conquest of 
their land.” Never was a truer word sioken. 
The German lacks the imagination and the 
gift of the love of the beautiful. He is quite 
right. He would prefer one bologna sausage 
factory and one brewery to the Parthenon, 
St. Peter's and Rheims cathedral thrown in.

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CALLS FOR PROBE 
OF SCHOOL BOARD 


Witnesses. Before Investi-. 
gating Committee Should’ 
Be Guaranteed Protection, | 
Says Rev. J. W. Ham. 
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Declaring that the welfare of the 
schools demands an immediate and a 
thorough investigation of recent 
charges made against the school board 
and of dissatisfaction and intimidation 
‘in the system, and asserting that all 
witnesses should be guaranteed pro- 
tection, Rev. J. W. Ham last night at 
the Baptist Tabernacle called upon 
council to appoint the necessary com- 
mittee at the meeting this afternoon. 

“The school situation in Atlanta has 
reached a stage where nothing less 
than a fair, impartial, open and thor- 
ough investigation should be made by 
the city council. The demand of the 
public for such an investigation is fair, 
just and constructive,” he said. “A 
breakdown of faith and sympathy in 
the school board and departmental heads 
is inevitable if the matter is allowed 
to stand in its present shape. 

“Charges of a serious nature h 
~ been made by department heads against 
other departmental heads and members 
of the school board. Allegations that 
the public school system is under an 
autocracy that is as absolute as pres- 
ent-day Prussianism and that because 
of this teachers rather than expose 
and fight this autocratic govern- 
ment are quietly relinquishing their 
places and seeking positions elsewhere. 

"Tt is this phase of the schaal mud- 
dle that interests Atlanta so tremen- 
dously. If the spirit and policy of 
the school board and superintendent of 
schools is such as to drive off compe- 
tent teachers and thereby force At- 
lanta to accept less efficient teachers 
it is high time that such policy be ex- 
posed. 

“It is this phase of the school mud- 
pals that this spirit of autocracy has 
served to intimidate teachers and pu- 
pils alike. If this is true it will be a 
difficult matter, of course, to get all 
the facts. I think every teacher should 
be guaranteed protection by the in- 
vestigating committee in order that 
all the facts may be brought out. 

“Two of the alleged facts have al- 
ready been demonstrated to be true; 


first, the dissatisfaction of parents and 
pupils over the action of somebody to 
consolidate the commencements, and 
second, a pro-German who was on the 
faculty “has lit a rag” for parts un- 
known. If the remaining charges can 
be proven as clearly, it is up to some- 
body to do some resigning. I do not 
know thaz they can be proven. 

“IT do knnow that every safeguard 
and protection should be thrown around 
those who posses information concem- 
ing the alleged facts in the case. The 


elements of fear, petty politics, frater- 
nal and personal relations should be 
swept aside and a full investigation 
made. 

“The city council can do nothing 
else than order an investigation, espe- 
cially in view of the facts that mem- 
‘berg of the school board, members of 
the faculty and patrons of the school 
are requesting it. The public school 
is the very flower of demoeracy and 
the public that supports it has a right 
to expect that the spirit and prin- 
ciple of its government shall be that 
of democracy.”

The address is as follows: 

Chambery and Challes-Les Eaux. Commit- 
tee for the American Boys on Furlough: 
To the inhabitants of Chambery and Chal- 

les-Lex Eaux—Dear Fellow Citizens: 

You have already learned of the ap- 
proaching arrival in our community of the 
first contingent of American soldiers on 
leave. Before long we shall have with us 
in our homes, our shops and our stores, in 
our meadows, and on our hillsides, these 
sons of an ardent and generous people. For 
Savoy it is surely an honor and a privilege 
to be called upon to receive them. In wel- 
coming them we shall remember the wel- 
ome they gave to the representatives of 
rance (the Joffre-Viviani mission which 
visited the United States in the spring of 
1917). When in a day or two we see them 
wandering through our streets, with their 
big soft hats, a little homesick, a little shy, 


Gordon with the admiration that depth 
of character and knowledge uncon- 
sciously attract to themselves, bears on 
his breast the four medals that are the 
highest honors France has to bestow, 
and some of these have more than one 


citation. 

A side light on his history brings out 
the interesting fact, which is all the 
more striking in view of his record of 
distinguished service at the front, that 
when the war began he was what we 
might call, without any reproach, a 
conscientious objector. -A minister of 
religion, he did not believe in the shed- 
ding of blood to settle international dif- 
ferences.

and killed them. Two more Red Cross 
men followed the first, after a message 
had been sent over declaring their mis- 
sion.

The ago- 
nized screams of the wounded man be- 
tween the two forces were audible on 
both\stdes. As a final resort, a message 
was got to the Boches that they should 
take him in and succor. him. They 
ignored it. And Major Ullern became 
an avenger whose heroic deeds are 
among the shining glories of France.

Finally, we shall remember one fact to} 
which no French woman can be indifferent. | 
It is that among these boys, these hus- 
bands, these soldiers, there are many who | 
have forever said farewell to their homes | 
and firesides and to the land that gave them 
birth, for their tombs will be somewhere 
yonder in the soil of our beloved France, 
which they have come to defend and to 
deliver. 

These thoughts need only to be suggested 
to us in order to excite in our hearts a cur- 
rent of intense sympathy for these our visi- 
tors; every selfish consideration will be 
blotted out: no one will think for a moment 
of calculating whether their presence will ' 
increase our discomforts in food and lodg- 
ings; nor will anyone dream of “‘profiteer- 
ing’ from their necessities. Dominated by a | 
single purpose, that of treating them as: 
guests and allies, we shall be their warm- | 
hearted guides and protectors, 

In these times of national suffering and | 
sorrow for our dead, we do not propose to 
you, fellow-citizens, to celebrate the visit of 
these American comrades on leave with bril- 
liant festivities or echoing cheers. What we 
ask of you is simply to make yourselves 
known to these noble-hearted allies by a 
word, a gesture, a helpful attention, an un- 
selfish action. A frank, cordial, friendly, 
smile, even, will go far towards expressing 
the gratitude of Savoy and of France.

FIRST UNIFORMS 
WORN SIXTY-SEVEN 
YEARS AGO.TODAY 


The first baseball game in which any 
of the players wore uniforms was play- 
ed just sixty-seven years ago today, 
June 3, '1851, when the New York 
Knickerbockers, the pioneer ball club, 
played the Yorkville Washingtons. The 
Knickerbockers created a great sensa- 
tion by appearing on the field clad 
uniformally in white shirts and blue 
trousers, with straw lids covering their 
domes. Cheers, hoots and cat-calls 
greeted their appearance, for the uni- 
forms were a complete surprise, and 
were publicly worn for the first time 
at that game. The Washingtons, like 
all other clubs up to that time, were 
garbed in plain citizen's clothes. The 
idea made a great hit, and within a 
year all the important clubs were wear- 
ing uniforms. Long trousers were 
worn up to 1868, when the Cincinnati 
Red Stockings pulled off another inno- 
vation by adopting short “pants.” The 
Reds in that year wore caps, and their 
sartorial outfits established a prece- 
dent which has been followed to this 
day, with some slight changes and im- 
provements. '

POLISH LEGION TO FIGHT 
WITH ALLIED ARMIES 


Washington, June 2.—Wofd reached 
here today from France that the Polish 


legion of fifteen thousand men recruit- 
ed in the United States together with 
some 2,000 Poles drawn from South 
America, will take its place with the 
allies’ armies next Tuesday. Though 
they serve with the French army as a 
separate unit, the Poles will carry 
their own maroon flag with its silver 
eagle and some of the companies from 


the “ere States will display the Stars 
and ripes as well. 

These men were recruited largely in 
New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Ohio, 
Wisconsin and New England. They 
are all outside of the draft ages or 
ineligible as “enemy aliens” for serv- 
ice in the American army. They are 
paid only 5 cents a day each, with small 
allowances for dependents. 

Recruiting, which is directed by 4 
committee in this country headed by 
Ignace Paderewski, is going ahead, 
both to keep the legion up to strength 
and to enlargeit. New men are trained 
before going across at a camp at Ni- 
agara-on-the-Lake, Canada.

seas. I know that the British navy 


heads gave the first-class American, 


battleships a post of honor in prepara- 
tion for the attack. 

“I do not profess to know. much of 
what is going on in the arena of war 
on the other side of the ocean,” Ad- 
mirdl Gleaves continued, “because I 
am kept busy with my own part of the 
game, which is the management of the 
cruiser and transport operations. 

“Again I am limited to narrow lines 
in the matter of giving out information, 
and I would not go into details even 
if I did know such things. But I be- 
lieve I am within the limitations of or- 
ders when I say that the United States 
has a large number of first-class bat- 
tleships now preparing side by side
